LARGE crowds mingled with armed 
police at the “greatest flat race in the 
world” last weekend, as a 40-1 outsid¬ 
er won a shock victory at the Epsom 
Derby 

Racegoers sang the National An¬ 
them to welcome Queen Elizabeth n 
to Epsom Downs after the horse-lov¬ 
ing monarch was escorted to the 
world-famous racecourse by a police 


motorcade as police helicopters flew 
overhead. 

Not even torrential downpours on 
Ladies’ Day dampened spirits as tens 
of thousands of racegoers enjoyed 
the day out, while Abigail Scott from 
Surbiton was declared ‘best dressed’, 
winning an all-inclusive holiday to 
Mexico. 

And on Derby Day itself Padraig 
Deggy lived a boyhood dream by 
steering Wings of Eagles to claim 
the win over first string Cliffs of Mo- 
her and Derby favourite Cracksman 
to win by three quarters of a length. 


Beggy said: “I dreamt of it fairly 
young, but it is hard to get on the 
good ones. I nearly gave up, but fair 
play to (trainer) Aidan O’Brien - he 
put me on. This means the world. I 
don’t get to sit on many beasts like 
this at the races, so I’m going to en¬ 
joy it.” 

As many people were arrested on 
Derby Day as were last year when 
drunken bottle-throwing racegoers 
clashed with riot police, but Surrey 
Police said the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple were “friendly, grateful and reas¬ 
sured” by their presence. 


Armed police patrolled the Der¬ 
by this year after Surrey police was 
forced to review its policing ap¬ 
proach after recent terrorist attacks 
in Westminster, Manchester and 
across Europe. Temporary Chief Su¬ 
perintendent Jerry Westerman said 
it was a “privilege” to have been part 
of the two-day festival. 

He added: “Over the course of the 
two days it was fantastic to meet so 
many friendly members of the pub¬ 
lic who were so reassured and grate¬ 
ful to see all our officers and armed 
officers policing the event.”

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A man was found guilty of dropping a fag butt 

£500 fine for littering 


A dropped cigarette butt has 
cost an Epsom man more 
than £535. 

Anthony Nevin, 61, of Rei- 
gate Road, was found guilty 
of littering in Sittingbourne 
High Street last year, and or¬ 
dered to pay a £50 fine, £30 
victim surcharge and legal 
costs of £455 within 90 days. 

He had failed to attend a 
trial last week after being 
charged with littering. 

Nevin pleaded not guilty 
on March 16, but a judge 
at Maidstone Magistrates’ 
Court found him guilty in his 
absence on Tuesday, May 30. 

He had failed to pay a fixed 


penalty notice of £80 after 
being caught dropping a cig¬ 
arette on August 18 last year. 

Emma Wiggins, interim 
director of regeneration at 
Swale Borough Council, said: 
“Some people might think 
that by ignoring the fixed 
penalty notice, we’ll forget 
about their offence and the 
problem will go away. This 
prosecution clearly shows 
that is not the case. 

“We’re determined to get 
the message through that 
we - and the overwhelming 
majority of people in the bor¬ 
ough - won’t tolerate litter¬ 
ing on our streets.” 


'Cuts affect the most 
vulnerable children’

VULNERABLE young peo¬ 
ple across Surrey will be hit 
hardest by more than £400,000 
worth of cuts to youth servic¬ 
es approved by the county 
council’s Conservative cabi¬ 
net, an opposition councillor 
has claimed. 

Surrey County Council 
scrapped the grants it pro¬ 
vides to organisations offer¬ 
ing young people’s early help 
services - including mental 
health services and safe¬ 
guarding of vulnerable peo¬ 
ple - last week. 

The cabinet ended funding 
for neighbourhood local pre¬ 
vention grants as part of a se¬ 
ries of ongoing cuts - includ¬ 
ing £72million of unspecified 
cuts to frontline services - to 
try to balance its budget after 
the Tory government cut its 
annual grant by £170million 
since 2010. 

The cuts - totalling £450,000 
by 2018-19 - would mean few¬ 
er opportunities for the thou¬ 
sands of young people (2,058 
in 2015-16) who accessed 
mental health services and 
help and advice on sexual 
health and relationships,

assessors found. 

Councillor Chris Botten, 
Liberal Democrat spokesman 
for children and education, 
said: “These cuts affect the 
most vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple in Surrey. 

“Intervening at this stage 
in their lives is crucial and 
these cuts could mean much 
more expensive interven¬ 
tions from the county council 
further down the line. 

“I recognise that there 
needs to be some re-focussing 
of services for young people, 
but this cut is a threat to chil¬ 
dren’s mental health and it 
is my priority in my work in 
this area to ensure that chil¬ 
dren’s mental health, and the 
services which promote it, 


are properly protected.” 

Surrey County Council 
cabinet member for children 
Clare Curran said it was 
“with regret” that the cabi¬ 
net made the cuts on Tuesday, 
May 30. 

She said: “This is by no 
means a cessation of the 
work we do for children and 
young people. 

“It’s not something we 
want to do, but it is some¬ 
thing that we have to do.” 

In March, it was revealed 
that frontline services face 
nearly £72million of cuts this 
year, with the adult social 
care, highways, health, and 
children, school and fami¬ 
lies budgets to be slashed as 
the council looks to offset 
£170million of sustained gov¬ 
ernment cuts in the past sev¬ 
en years. 

All of the charities and or¬ 
ganisations affected by the 
loss of the council grants 
had reassured Cllr Curran 
that they would still contin¬ 
ue to provide help to chil¬ 
dren and young people, she 
added. 

Cllr Curran said: “It is 
hard for any organisation to 
take a reduction in income, 
but none of these will be driv¬ 
en out of business by the loss 
of this agreement.” 


AN OVERTURNED lorry caused 
long delays on the A3 and the 
M25 on Tuesday. The exit slip 
road on the M25 clockwise at 
junction 10 (Wisley Interchange) 
was closed at 6.25am, and 
Surrey Police and Highways 
England warned of delays. 
Elmbridge Police had tweeted 
that the northbound slip road 
off junction 10 was likely to be 
closed for “some time”, while 
Highways England advised 
there were delays of about 90 
minutes. 

A SUBSTATION “explosion” 
left hundreds of homes and 
businesses without power last 
Friday. The effects of the small 
blast in Tayles Hill Drive, Ewell, 
at 10.06pm were felt across 
the borough as some residents 
were left in darkness for more 
than four hours. Ewell Village 
Residents’ Association chairman 
Brian Angus said he was “out 
and about” when the power 
went out, and helped guide 
firefighters to the substation. 

He said residents had got in 
touch with him to say the power 
outage had spread as far as 
Reigate Road, Ewell and the 
Nonsuch Estate in Cheam. UK 
Power Networks’ engineers 
reconnected electricity supplies 
for 396 customers in the West 
Street area of Ewell in stages 
between midnight and 2.08am. 

FIREFIGHTERS FROM Ban- 
stead fire station were sent to 
a small fire at the substation 
last Thursday, a Surrey Fire 
and Rescue spokesman added. 
Eight fire crews tackled between 
80 and 100 tonnes of burning 
waste at an Epsom recycling 
centre, off Longmead Road.

Couple’s four-year dream a reality 


BUSINESS owners celebrat¬ 
ed a four-year dream with the 
official opening of their cafe 
at the weekend. 

Alex and Peter Icevski had 
spent four years finalising 
agreements with the coun¬ 
cil, but on Saturday, June 3 
the deputy mayor of Epsom 
and Ewell Neil Dallen cut the 
tape, declaring the cafe open. 

The Mad Hatter enter¬ 
tained children as they en¬ 
joyed a giant inflatable slide 


in the June sunshine, while 
parents played croquet, as 
well as an historical trivia 
game, celebrating the park’s 
Tudor heritage. Auriol Park 
was a former hunting ground 
of King Henry VIII. 

Once part of Nonsuch 
Park, Auriol Park was creat¬ 
ed in 1538 by Henry VIII to 
celebrate the 30th year of his 
accession and the birth of his 
son, the future Edward VI. 

James I enlarged Nonsuch 


Park in 1606, absorbing Auriol 
Park into its boundaries. 

At this time, Nonsuch Park 
was divided into the Great Park 
in the north and the southerly 
Little Park - the Nonsuch Park 
we know today. By 1627, the 
Great Park had become known 
as Worcester Park, and in 1731 
it was sold off for agricultural 
land. The cafe’s menu will in¬ 
clude a poppy seed cake as its 
specialty as well as healthy chil¬ 
dren’s lunch options. 


Young artist’s work sent 33km into the stratosphere 


High-flying student 
sends art into space

A HIGH-FLYING student 
launched her work into space 
and recorded the journey for 
an art project. 

Annabel Hewitson, who is 
studying a pre-degree diploma 
in art and design at the Uni¬ 
versity for the Creative Arts 
in Epsom, attached an image 
of a group of astronauts to a 
GoPro camera and a weather 
balloon. 

This allowed 19-year-old An¬ 
nabel’s work to travel about 
33 kilometres into the strato¬ 
sphere before low air pressure 
caused the helium-filled bal¬ 
loon to expand and then burst. 

It then parachuted back 
down to earth, landing just 
south east of Ettington, near 
Stratford-upon-Avon - nearly 
70 miles and two hours away 
from the launch in Froxfield 
in Wiltshire on April 30. 

Annabel, who is originally 
from Wandsworth, was able to 
track the balloon using a loca¬ 
tor app attached to it. 

The space flight required 
permission from the Civil 


Aviation Authority (CAA), 
which approved it with strin¬ 
gent conditions, including the 
location of the launch and di¬ 
rection of the wind at the time 
the balloon was released. 

Annabel carried out the 
space launch as part of the 
final major project of her 
preliminary year of universi¬ 
ty. She explained that bring¬ 
ing art and science together 
through the project was some¬ 
thing she particularly enjoyed. 

“It’s first and foremost an 
art project,” she said. 

“But a lot of the people in¬ 
volved were not artists and 
many were more interested 


in space from a scientific per¬ 
spective. I had some help with 
working out how to record 
data from the journey, such as 
the air pressure, altitude and 
temperature throughout the 
flight, which made it just as 
much a science experiment as 
a piece of art. 

“I’ve always been interest¬ 
ed in space and I’d describe 
my ideal job as being artist in 
residence on the International 
Space Station. I wanted to use 
this project as a chance to ex¬ 
plore the idea of making art in 
space and that led to sending 
my art up attached to a weath¬ 
er balloon.”

AN armed stop in a quiet Cheam 
street was not terror-related, po¬ 
lice have confirmed. 

Stunned residents watched as 
“very heavily armed” officers 
swooped on a car in Windsor Av¬ 
enue on Sunday, June 4. 

The raid at about 7pm came 
less than 24 hours after a terror 
attack at London Bridge and 
nearby Borough Market left 
seven dead and dozens more in¬ 
jured, prompting fears it might 
have been related. 

But Scotland Yard confirmed it 
was “not terrorist related”. 

“They (the police) wouldn’t 
disclose or confirm anything. 
They also had their faces cov¬ 
ered at all times,” Erik Feriotto, 
who lives nearby, told the Sutton 
Guardian. 

“They stormed in and got them 
on the floor shouting ‘get down’, 
while pointing their weapons at 
them.” 

He added: “Some people start¬ 
ed to make their own assump¬ 
tions. To me, the police looked 
very heavily armed.” 


A 25-year-old man was arrested 
in a vehicle following an armed 
stop just before 7.30pm in rela¬ 
tion to a domestic incident, the 


Metropolitan Police confirmed. 

He was taken to a south 
London police station for 
questioning.

FOUR candidates vying to be¬ 
come Epsom and Ewell’s MP 
as the UK goes to the polls on 
Thursday, debated foodbanks, 
the living wage, wealth ine¬ 
quality, transport and cannabis 
at a hustings on Tuesday night. 

Transport secretary Chris 
Grayling was the constituen¬ 
cy’s most recent representa¬ 
tive, before the dissolution of 
parliament relieved MPs of 
their duties. 

He defends a majority of 
24,443 against Labour candi¬ 
date Ed Mayne, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Steve Gee, and Janice Bak¬ 
er from the Greens. 

The four faced off in a Ques¬ 
tion Time-style debate in St 
Martin’s Church in Epsom in 
front of an eager audience. 

Foodbanks 

More than 10,000 people have 
been fed by Epsom and Ewell 
foodbank since it opened in 
2002, and its manager Jona¬ 
than Lees said its figures are 
not dropping off. 

He wanted to know what 
each candidate would do to re¬ 
duce this figure. 

Steve Gee said we should 
all be “ashamed” of foodbank 
use. The Liberal Democrats 
would “properly fund pay, re¬ 
move barbaric assessments of 
disability, restoring the benefit 
system to help poor and disad¬ 
vantaged people,” he said. 


Chris Grayling began by 
paying “tribute” to Jonathan 
and the work he does, and said 
that foodbank use was “much 
higher in Germany” and that 
poverty figures were often mis¬ 
understood. He argued that the 
increased national living wage 
and that the universal credit 
system the Conservatives in¬ 
troduced in 2013 would gradu¬ 
ally prevent people from going 
off a “financial cliff edge” and 
needing to use foodbanks. Mr 
Less replied that the universal 
credit system was “worse than 
the old system”. 

Green candidate Janice Bak¬ 
er said her party would push 
for an increase in the national 
living wage to £10 and added: 
“There has to be an increase in 
job creation so people can buy 
their own food with dignity” 

Labour’s Ed Mayne said 
foodbank use had got worse 
since the introduction of uni¬ 
versal credit and a one per cent 
public sector pay cap. He add¬ 


ed: “I wouldn’t want unlimited 
benefits, but I would support 
a benefit cap.” Mr Mayne said 
he wanted to make foodbanks 
“unnecessary”. 

Wealth inequality 

Audience member Joyce 
said there was a “discrepancy 
between the very rich and the 
very poor, between million¬ 
aires and children living in 
poverty”. She asked how can¬ 
didates would account for this, 
and what they would do to pre¬ 
vent it from widening. Joyce 
added that widening wealth 
inequality was “not good for 
social cohesion”. 

Janice Baker said the UK 
has a “skewed economy” that 
was “very heavily dependent 
on financial services.” “We 
lost an awful lot of industry,” 
she added. “Jobs haven’t been 
created sufficiently to shore up 
people”. The Greens would cre¬ 
ate a “wealth tax” and “trans¬ 
action tax” on the top one per 
cent to redistribute wealth 


throughout the economy “We 
have to have jobs with living 
wages,” Ms Baker added. 

Ed Mayne agreed that the 
UK had an “amazingly skewed 
economy that benefits the 
south east”. “Many parts of 
the country are in industrial 
decline,” he added. Under a La¬ 
bour government, the top five 
per cent of earners would pay 
more tax, allowing the party to 
lower VAT. He also criticised 
tax avoidance, and argued: 
“The government can stop 
loopholes and tax avoidance. 
We need to have a consensus 
that we can stop it”. The La¬ 
bour party would also “gen¬ 
uinely invest” in long-term 
infrastructure projects such as 
HS2 and Crossrail, Mr Mayne 
said. 

Steve Gee argued there 
should be a “clampdown” on 
tax evasion”, and said the Lib 
Dems would focus on “rais¬ 
ing people off the bottom” by 
“helping people with housing, 
building lots more affordable 
homes, and ceasing right-to- 
buy”. He dismissed right-to- 
buy, which gives secure ten¬ 
ants the legal right to buy the 
home they are living in, as a 
“crazy idea”. He said: “Since 
right-to-buy social housing has 
dropped off, and we’ve never 
replaced the housing stock that 
has been sold off.” 

Chris Grayling said that the 
“top three per cent of earners 
pay 50 per cent of tax”, and that 
the gap between the very rich 


and the very poor was narrow¬ 
ing. “Tackling poverty in this 
country is about opportunity 
and employment,” he said. 
Transport secretary Mr Gray¬ 
ling said that the Tories want¬ 
ed firms participating in large 
infrastructure projects like 
HS2 to create a “lasting skills 
footprint in the country”, and 
“secure more investment from 
UK and international entrepe- 
neurs”. 

Oyster 

Chris Grayling explained 
why Epsom had not yet been 
made Zone 6: “We were sup¬ 
posed to get Oyster about 18 
months ago, but Oyster ran 
out of capacity We took it to 
Gatwick, and then there is no 
more space on the Oyster sys¬ 
tem to send it to Epsom.” He 
also championed a contactless 
KeyGo “smart-ticketing” sys¬ 
tem currently being trialled in 
Epsom, which will be “linked 
to TfL (Transport for London) 
later this summer”. 

Steve Gee criticised Mr 
Grayling’s explanation: “Ap¬ 
parently computers can’t go 
one station further. That’s 
news to me.” 

Grammar Schools 

Debate chair Reverend 
Christopher Hancock asked: 
“Should Epsom have gram¬ 
mar schools?” 

“No!” was the loud answer 
from large swathes of the 
audience. 

Policing 

Caroline, who has recent¬ 


ly moved to Ashtead, raised 
concerns about Surrey’s street 
lights being turned off between 
midnight and 5am. The county 
council switched off the lights 
in February as it tries to balance 
its budget. “It makes me feel un¬ 
safe,” she said. “What are you 
going to do to protect our com¬ 
munity?” 

Janice Baker said: “We need 
more lights. We need more pro¬ 
tection for the more vulnerable 
members of our society” 

Ed Mayne criticised the Tories 
for cutting police officer num¬ 
bers nationwide by 20,000 since 
2010. He said: “In the current 
climate, people come forward 
with intelligence on the basis of 
neighbourhood policing - these 
are people they feel confident 
giving information to. But people 
don’t feel safe because they don’t 
see the police any more. Even 
the Metropolitan Police commis¬ 
sioner (Cressida Dick) is saying 
we need to look at our resources 
- which is about as clear as she 
can be in a non-political role.” 

Steve Gee said “Tory austeri¬ 
ty” was behind the street lights 
in Surrey going out”. (The coun¬ 
ty council sought to save about 
£240,000 through the switch-off to 
offset government cuts totalling 
about £170million since 2010). 

Chris Grayling said he was 
having a discussion with local 
police officers and the borough 
council about crime in the area. 
He pointed to offences being re¬ 
corded by the British Crime Sur¬ 
vey continuing to fall.

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Summer crackdown on drink-drivers 


MOTORISTS have been warned 
against driving home after 
enjoying a few drinks in the 
summer sun, as Surrey Police 
launches a month-long crack¬ 
down on drink and drug driving 
offences last week. 

Officers out on patrol this 
month will be actively looking 
for driving offences and behav¬ 
ior behind the wheel possibly 
caused by intoxication. 

During last year’s campaign, 
police arrested 108 people in 
Surrey throughout June. 

Superintendent Chris Moon, 
head of Surrey and Sussex 
Roads Policing Unit, warned 
drivers to resist the temptation 
to drive home after a few drinks 
as the weather improves. 

He added: “Our advice is sim¬ 
ple - go cold turkey or do not 
drive. 

“Driving with drink or drugs 
in your system impairs your 
judgement and ability to drive 
safely.

“Not only can you cause in¬ 
jury or death to others, being 
caught drink or drug driving 
can also have other consequenc¬ 
es such as a criminal record, a 
heavy fine, losing your job and 
licence and an increase in insur¬ 
ance premiums. It’s also worth 


remembering that it’s not just 
about planning your journey 
home, you may still be over the 
limit the following morning. 

“Passengers should not accept 
lifts from drivers who they know 
have drunk alcohol or taken 
drugs. We also ask that you re¬ 
frain from offering an alcoholic 
drink or drugs to someone you 
know is planning to drive.” 

Offenders caught drink-or 
drug-driving face a minimum 
12-month disqualification, up to 
six months behind bars and a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Causing death by dangerous 
driving while over the limit car¬ 
ries a maximum sentence of 14 
years in prison, Surrey Police 
advised.

Heart attack survivor shows gratitude to live-saving team

A heart attack survivor is help¬ 
ing to fund the cardiac rehabil¬ 
itation service which aided his 
recovery. 

After suffering a heart at¬ 
tack in 2009, Dorking entrepre¬ 
neur Steve Critchley was giv¬ 
en life-saving treatment at St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
before spending eight weeks on 
the cardiac rehabilitation pro¬ 
gramme at Epsom Hospital. 

He has since set up a charity, 
Surrey Healthy Heart, which 
has donated £20,000 worth of 
new exercise equipment for Ep¬ 
som Hospital’s cardiac rehabili¬ 
tation programme over the past 
six years. 

This month, Steve has donated 
two new treadmills, costing a to¬ 
tal of £2,500, to the programme. 

Steve said: “I feel privileged to 
be here, and have a huge sense 
of gratitude to Epsom Hospital, 
as I do to St George’s. 

“I will never forget the great 
care I received from the cardiac 
rehabilitation team at Epsom. 
Over the years, I have become 
great friends with (cardiac reha¬ 
bilitation clinical nurse special¬ 
ist) Mary Evans and her team. 
I am so pleased to be able to 
support them and this fantastic 
service. 

“The rehabilitation pro¬ 
gramme helped speed up my 
recovery 100 per cent. I would 
urge anyone who has suffered 
from a cardiac event to attend 
rehabilitation as it gives people 
the opportunity to receive sup¬ 
port and advice alongside those 
who have been through the same 
experience.” 

As well as his charitable work, 
Steve also gives talks on the re¬ 
habilitation programme rough¬ 
ly every six to eight weeks. He 
added: “As I have been through 
something similar, I feel able to 


relate to them. I enjoy giving the 
talks, and hope the people on the 
programme enjoy them too!” 

Cardiac rehabilitation clini¬ 
cal nurse specialist Mary Evans 
explained: “Cardiac rehabilita¬ 
tion is an incredibly important 
part of the treatment and recov¬ 
ery of people who have experi¬ 
enced a cardiac event. 

“We are very proud of the 
work that we do, and feel priv¬ 
ileged to be able to help peo¬ 
ple at a time when they need it 
most. 

“It is always a pleasure to 
see Steve, and we are delighted 
that he continues to do so well. 
We are extremely grateful for 


his generous support, and for 
giving up his time to support 
those currently completing the 
rehabilitation programme. Our 
patient feedback tells us that 
Steve’s talks are helpful to their 
recovery as listening to someone 
who has been through a similar 
life-changing event is essential 
to them. 

“It’s great to hear we made 
such a difference to Steve, but 
now he is the one who is making 
a real difference for us and our 
patients.”

At the boozy festive do, Mr El¬ 
worthy was told by his boss Sarah 
Thompson, 51, that if he banked 
£180,000 he would be rewarded 
with “ab*** job”. 

Judges at an employment tri¬ 
bunal in South London unani¬ 
mously ruled that Mr Elworthy 
had been subjected to direct sex 
discrimination by Thompson and 
should be compensated. 

Mr Elworthy, from Sidcup, told 
the hearing in south London: “I 
attended a senior consultants’ re¬ 
ward lunch. 

“At that meeting Sarah Thomp¬ 
son stated she would provide me 
with a b*** job if I hit £180,000 
banked income. This was said 
in the presence of a number of 


people. It made me feel very un¬ 
comfortable. I did not report it as 
she was my line manager. I would 
not get a fair hearing.” 

Thompson, who works at Your 
Move’s regional HQ in Chessing- 
ton, had denied the claims. 

When asked by her firm’s HR 
department in 2015 if she had 
made the comment, she said: “Ab¬ 
solutely not, do you really think 
I would ever say that? He might 
have wanted me too.” 

The tribunal heard evidence 
from members of staff who were 


at the Christmas lunch which 
contradicted what Thomson said. 

In its judgement, the tribunal 
ruled: “We have found that Ms 
Thompson’s comment left the 
claimant feeling ‘a bit uncom¬ 
fortable’ and ‘not great’. It did not 
meet the bar for harassment but 
we find that the effect on him was 
nevertheless a detriment. 

“It was a highly sexualised 
comment and we have no hesita¬ 
tion in finding that the comment 
was made because of the claim¬ 
ant’s gender.”

Where is Nork? That is the question many people ask on 
hearing the name - even those who live just a few miles away.

a large plant pot containing a miniature palm tree and 
flowers, standing in the middle of the pavement. At the 
other end of Nork Way is the Nork Community Centre, with 
its curved white roof, situated between playing fields and a 
playground. 

Nork Park then stretches away. The park is part of the 
grounds of the old Nork House estate, which contains 
the remains of the Coleman family mansion - a family 
whose fortune was built on mustard. It also contains chalk 
grassland where rare flowers and plants grow. 

Although there is a CCTV network up at the parade, Nork 
gives the impression of being a safe, sleepy place. 

The number of young children walking home from nearby 
school alone, adds to this sense of security.

Victims tied up by attackers who spoke in ‘EastEnders slang’ 

Man hit with crowbar 
during 'vicious attack’

MASKED thugs using “East¬ 
Enders slang” attacked two men 
with a crowbar and tied them up 
before stealing cash from their 
home in a distressing attack in 
the early hours of the morning. 

One of the victims needed 
hospital treatment following the 
burglary in Worcester Park. 

The two attackers entered the 
house in Mortimer Crescent at 
about 2.50am on Monday May 29, 
and hit one of the men who lived 
there over the head with a crow¬ 
bar. They then tied up both vic¬ 
tims before escaping with cash. 

The first suspect is described 
as about five foot three inches or 
five foot four inches tall and of 
average build. He was wearing 
a black coat, black furry jogging 
bottoms with elastic at the bot¬ 
tom, a balaclava and gloves. He 
is described as speaking with a 
local accent but “used slang like 
in EastEnders”, Surrey Police 
stated. 

The second suspect was about 
five foot eight inches or five foot 
nine inches tall and of medium

build. He was carrying a black 
gym bag with two zips and was 
wearing a black coat, ski masks 
with the eyes cut out and gloves. 
He spoke in a lower tone. 

Surrey Police said there may 
have been a third male suspect, 
but have no description. 

DC Elliott Abdo said: “This

BACKGROUND: The Suzuki Swift 4x4 
brings all-weather ability to the buyer 
who wants a new car but doesn't need 
the bulk of an SUV. With a modest 
1.2-litre petrol engine, it's not going to 
cost a lot to run. Just budget for a set of 
winter tyres to really get the best from it 
in more inclement seasons. 

Suzuki have history with four-wheel 
drive cars. Although we like to kid 
ourselves that modern stability and 
traction control systems will get a 
two-wheel drive car most places 
that a four-wheel drive model will 
go, when the chips are really down, 
Suzuki knows there's no substitute for 
sending drive to each corner. It's sold 
thousands of Vitaras and Jimny SUVs 
but the Japanese company has also 
shifted quite a few rather less overtly 
four-wheel drive cars. Vehicles such as 
the SX4, the Kizashi and this, the Swift 
ALLGRIP 4x4. 

The Swift's much improved in 
this fourth generation form and the 
availability of this 4x4 ALLGRIP variant 
delivers supermini buyers an option 
that's at once a little different to the 
mainstream and with no little ability at 
its elbow. If you don't think along the 
same straight lines as most, this one 
might well appeal. 

EXPERIENCE: The basics first. 
You're not offered any choice in 
the engine department, this Swift 
ALLGRIP coming with a 1.2-litre petrol 
four-cylinder that's good for a wholly 
unexceptional 90bhp, so don't get any 


illusions that you're at the wheel of a 
shrunken Audi RS3. 

If you can get this thing off the 
line and through 62mph in less than 
thirteen seconds, count yourself as a 
pretty deft driver, or at least one who is 
deft while displaying zero mechanical 
sympathy. The 'Bosterjet' powerplant 
features mild hybrid assistance. Suzuki 
calls it 'SHVS' or 'Smart Hybrid Vehicle 
by Suzuki' technology and it's based 
around the use of what's called an 
'Integrated Starter Generator' powered 
by a tiny 0.2 kWh lithium-ion battery 
that sits under the driver's seat. 

This set-up harvests kinetic energy 
when you brake and converts it into 
electrical energy. Not the kind that 
could take you short distances on 
electric power alone - the battery isn't 
big enough to allow for that. Instead, 
the regenerated energy is used to 
power the standard engine stop/start 
system and also to provide a mild extra 
power boost as you accelerate - around 
50Nm of extra torque for up to 30 
seconds. 

The all-wheel drive mechanicals 
are simple and rely on a permanent 
4-wheel drive system which transfers 
additional torque to the rear wheels 
when required via a viscous coupling. 
You'll appreciate the added security 
this brings in wintry conditions 
but remember two things. In such 
conditions, any car is only as good 
as its tyres and four wheel drive 
traction advantages aren't equalled 








by commensurate braking benefits, 
so it's always best to err on the side of 
caution. 

DESIGN: Visually, this Swift 
ALLGRIP model is extremely discreet. 
This fivedoor-only MK4 model is 
40mm wider than its predecessor, but 
also 10mm shorter and 15mm lower. 
More significantly, thanks to its new 
platform, it's also significantly lighter. 
Even this hybrid ALLGRIP model weighs 
in at under a tonne. 


Inside, the cabin no longer has 
the budget brand feel of previous 
Swift models, thanks to a re-designed 
dashboard and the installation of more 
supportive seats. Cabin storage space 
isn't that great though - the glovebox is 
notably small. 

A longer wheelbase delivers more 
interior space too. Suzuki says that 
the hip point measurement has been 
lowered by 20mm in the front and as 
much as 45mm in the rear. Two fully- 


sized adults will be quite happy here, 
as will three kids. 

The boot's bigger too, now 25% 
larger, with capacity increased to 
265-litres. That's easily enough for a 
couple of carry-on bags. 

COST: The 4WD Swift is priced at just 
over £15,500 for the SZ5 version - that 
being the only trim level on offer. This 
car's most obvious similarly-sized rival 
is Fiat's Panda 4x4 0.9 TwinAir which 
costs fractionally less but is nothing like 


as well equipped as this Suzuki. 

The standard Swift SZ5 spec 
includes auto air conditioning, a 
leather steering wheel, a DAB radio 
with Bluetooth and four speakers, rear 
privacy glass, LED daytime running 
lights, 16-inch polished alloy wheels, 
a rear view camera. There's also a 
Smartphone link display audio system, 
16-inch alloy wheels, front fog lamps, 
keyless entry and start, plus rear 
electric windows.
